Useful expressions from today's dialog: 


BE ATE A LC & 5 Ul tanjobi 
It means "birthday." 

*tanjo = birth, beginning 

*bi = day, date 


KEHTEITSEWEF, lo-medet6 gozaimasu 
This means "Congratulations!" In a casual situation, T &\\£ J/gozaimasu is dropped. This phrase is used by itself or with a 
word preceding it. 


Example 


eKACEIU BHCEFZTSRWEF, /Tanjdbi o-medetd gozaimasu. 
= Happy birthday. 

© LARA BHOCEDCS LET, /Shinnen o-medetd gozaimasu. 
= Happy new year. 


*L Ada A/shinnen = new year 


* A S A/mina-san 
Fa/ 4 %2/mina = all, everyone 
& A./san = Mr. or Ms. 


4.7% & A./mina-san means "everyone". 
Ate & E/mina-sama (add "-& £/-sama" instead of "-< A./-san") to make a very polite way to say "everyone." 


* HD #/AN6 
This is an interjection. It's often used when people start to speak to a another person. Similar to "excuse me" or "ummm'"in 
English.
